Dean C. A. Ives, of Louisiana State Univer- 
sity, speaking before the Southern Association 
of Colleges and Secondary Schools, asserted 
that the ideal of education in America should 
be the preparation of “competent American 
citizens.” 

Such preparation, he continued, “means 
more than making students literate or giving 
them cultivated minds.” 

Of course, the dean is entirely correct in 
his thesis. His argument, summed up into a 
single phrase, is that American youth must be 
educated in character as well as in intellect. 
For, without a rockbound foundation of charac- 
ter, nO man or woman is able to become a wor- 
thy citizen of a free democracy. 

It is both the strength and the weakness 
of democracy that the nation is the sum of 
the citizenship ability of the individuals. With- 

good citizenship democracy is foredoomed 
to failure and, just as truly, with good citizen- 
ship it is destined to the most glorious success.

It is in this requirement for good character 
of its citizens that democracy is most vitally 
opposed to the totalitarian forms of govern- 
ment. In nations where the state is held su- 
preme and the only importance of the individ- 
ual is in his service to that state, there is only 
one ethical quality required for good eitizen- 
ship. That is the quality of blind, unquestioning 
obedience to whatever the state, through its 
divine authority, may demand. 

On the other hand, the citizens of a democ- 
racy the state and its forms only as their 
servants, to their bidding and represent, in 
convenient form, the spirit and the opinion of 
the citizens themselves. 

Free men, to win honor for that freedom, 
must be worthy of liberty. Free men, if they are 
to remain free, must be ever on guard and 
ever prepared to give that which they have 
dedicated to liberty’s service, “‘their lives, their 
and their sacred honor.”

Since his return from Europe, 
Under-Secretary of State Sumner Welles has set some sort of record 
for ostentatious silence. But while the President’s reporter-at-large 
has firmly refused to discuss the results of his mission, the Presi- 
dent himself has proved a freer talker. To a few men close to him, 
he has imparted fragments of the Welles report, among which the 
most striking is a German claim that the resistance of the democra- 
cies will be broken by the end of July. 

This piece of braggadocio is interesting, not because it foreshadows 
the future, but because it may cast some light on the present. Possi- 
bly it is only another meaningless incident in the war of nerves. 
But if it has any meaning at all, it means that the German high 
command is again contemplating an offensive. 

The betting is still against either the Germans or the Allies giving 
the signal for final catastrophe, but it is worth recording that the 
odds have shortened noticeably in the last few days. The State 
Department has been subjected to another deluge of alarming re- 
ports from Europe. Simultaneously, the military experts have ob- 
served a number of signs of trouble ahead.

Later in the evening I found myself next to a young man in 
the diplomatic service.

The State Department, in a note 
made public tonight, told Mexico 
that expropriation of American 
properties without compensation 
was “wholly ‘unjustifiable under 
any principle of equity or inter- 
law” and was “a matter 
of grave concern to this govern- 
ment.”
